London, May 3.—(#)—Chief Offi- 
cer W. F. Johnson of the ill-fated 
liner Vestris, had instructions to be 
careful what he put in the log book, 
he testified today at the board of 
trade inquiry into the sinking of the 
ship last November. 

G. P. Langton, counsel 
owners of the Vestris, 
Johnson as to a conversation the chief 
officer reported he had had with Of- 
ficer Anderson from whom he had tak- 
en over the duties as chief officer. In 
this conversation, Johnson had inti- 
mated, Anderson told him to be care- 
ful what he put in the log book. 

Johnson today said that he had 
made no protest against the state- 

ment at the time. Furthermore, he 
added that Captain Carey, the drown- 
ed master of the vessel, had explicit- 
ly told him to be careful what he put 
in the log and that he had then re- 
plied that Anderson had spoken to 
him about that already. 

False Entry In Log. 

“You are seriously suggesting that 
Captain Carey meant you to put a 
false draught in the official log,” 


asked Langton. 

“Yes,” peplied Johnson. 

Johwsén admitted that he and Third 
Officer Welland were talking contin- 
ually aboard the ship which rescued 
them about the draught of the Vestris. 

Didn't Want It Known. 

“We didn't want the 
people to get hold of this overloading 
business and we were trying te con- 
eeal it, That was our intention from 
the beginning. We wanted to get 
home and didn’t want to be in those 
courts all the time in America,’ he 
explained, adding : 

“Well we tried to be loyal to our 
company, that was all.” 
Story of Captain's Death. 


A graphic story of the sinking of 

the Vestris and the dramatic end of 
Captain William J. Carey with the 
words “My God, my God, I’m not to 
blame for this” on his lips was told by 
Second Officer Leslie Watson at this 
afternoon's session of the board of 
trade in uiry into the disaster. 
“The Vestris turned right up and 
her bilge keel came up,” said Watson. 
He and Captain Carey were thrown 
into the sea, Watson with a lifebelt on 
but the captain without one, although 
there were plenty of lifebelts avail- 
able. 

After the ship sank Captain Carey 
and he were holding on te one an- 


other. 

“T was drawn wnder, head down- 
ward, got clear of some ropes and 
came up. I never saw Captain Carey 
again. 

Asked if anything passed between 
the captain and himself at the very 
last critical moments, Watson told of 
the captain's dramatic exclamation 
that he was not to blame. 

“IT don’t know whether he was say- 
ing it to himself or to me,” said the 
second officer. “That was when the 
ship was nearly going down.” 

Watson testified that he had over- 
heard a conversation between the chief 
officer and Captain Carey about the 
vessel's draught. He also said that 
Captain William S. Heasley, assist- 
ant superintendent of the Lamport & 
Holt line in New York, had asked him 
about the Vestris’ draught. The wit- 
ness said that he had told the draught 
he had. but that Captain Heasley 
said: “No, no. That isn’t Jit. This 
is the draught we are using,” and had 
given Watson different figures.

CRIME IN STATE 


Governor’s Mass Meeting 
Urges Revision of Code; 
Habitual Felony Act Is 
Proposed.

in Georgia will be recommended to 
the legislature for passage by a spe- 
cial committee to be appointed by 
Governor L. G. Hardman, according 
to a resolution adopted at a mass 


meeting held at the capitol Thursday 
to discuss crime conditions in Geor- 
gia. About 200 persons were present 
at the meeting called by the governor. 

The special commission to draft a 
list of the recommendations is to be 
composed of one justice of the supreme 
court, one court of appeals judge, 
three superior court judges and three 
lawyers 

Justice Gilbert Presides. 

Associate Justice Price Gilbert, of 
the supreme court, presided at the 
session. Many ministers were present 
and delivered speeches in which they 
pointed out their reasons for the adop- 
tion of more laws and the strengthen- 
ing of present laws. Several lawyers 
present also spoke and some differed 
with the ministers, declaring that the 
need now is not more laws but a re- 
vision of the present laws. 

One of the delegations attending 
the meeting came from Augusta and 
represented the civic clubs of that 
city. C. O. Noble, former sheriff of 
Crisp county, represented the Asso- 
ciation of Georgia Sheriffs. H. H. 
DuVall represented the Augusta 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Grand Jury Attends. 

The Fulton county grand jury at- 
tended the session for a brief period 
in a bedy and suggested five re- 
visions in the Georgia code. Solicitor- 
General John A. Boykin, of Fulton 
county, said these recommendations 
would be introduced in the legislature. 

The five suggested changes were: 

1—Repeal of the indeterminate setn- 
tence law, under which juries fix the 
seer ta - og instead of the judge. 

—To define the crime of conspira- 
cy and provide punishment of from 
one to five years. 

j—-Making it discretionary with the 
court whether a severance will be al- 
lowed in joint indictments of two or 
more persons. 

4—To compel a defendant in a crim- 
inal case to be put under oath and be 
subject to cross-examination, eliminat- 
ing unsworn statements. 

5—Putting state and defendant in 
criminal cases on a parity in the num- 
ber of strikes allowed. 

Habitual Criminals. 

In addition they recommended adop- 
tion of a law similar to the Baumes 
law of New York, which prevides that 
a person convicted four times of a 
felony be imprisoned for life. Mr. Boy- 
kin recommended a law punishing in- 
voluntary manslaughter by 1 to 10 
years instead of 1 to 3 years as at 
present. Solicitor-General W.  B. 
Gibbs, Jesup. of the Brunswick cir- 
cuit, asked that the penalty for per- 
jury be made a_ redueeable punish: 
ment, saying it was almost impossible 
to convict with the present law which 
has a four-year minimum sentence. 

Ministers, judges, state and city or- 
ganizations and citizenry in general 
were alloted time in the discussion 
in which there was much difference of 
opinion on whether’ there were too 
many or not enough laws on the stat- 
ute books.

TOLL OF TORNADO 
S PLACED AT 37 


Seven Southern States 
Suffer From Distur- 
bances — Georgia Fruit 
Crop Reported Damaged 
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BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
With 38 fatalities recorded in seven 
states, the south today counted a ris- 
ing death toll from its second disas- 
visitation by tornadoes in a 


trous 
week. 

More than 100 persons were in- 
jured in the storms, which struck 
Wednesday and Thursday over a wide 
area extending -from Arkansas to 
Maryland. 

While relief work went forward in 
all the affected regions under direc- 
tion of the Red Cross, Virginia, which 
suffered greatest, saw its list of cas- 
ualties increase to 22 as some of the 
injured succumbed and communication 
was restored to isolated communities. 

Searchers still combed the ruins of 
the consolidated schoolhouse at Rye 
Cove, Va., in quest of possible addi- 
tional -bodies of children crushed to 
death when the building was demol- 
ished by the high winds. They be- 
lieved, however, that all had been 
accounted for there. Two of the in- 
jured at Rye Cove died today, bring- 
ing the death toll to 12. More than 
a dozen others of the two score in- 
jured were reported in a serious con- 
dition. 

The 10 other Virginia deaths were 
distributed over four small towns, two 
of which had not previously been 
heard from. 

Near-by communities in Maryland 
reported six fatalities. The remainder 
were recorded by states as follows: 
Arkansas 5, Tennessee 2, Florida, Ala- 


| bama and Kentucky one each. 


South Georgia, just recovering from 
tornadoes which took 47 lives last 
Thursday, again experienced violent 
gales that damaged crops, uprooted 
trees and blew fences down, but left 
no casualties.. Bulloch county, which 
bore the brunt of the disaster last 
week, reported that approximately 35 
per cent of the cotton crop was de- 
stroved. Reports indicated that tue 
peach crop also suffered heavily. 


HURRICANE REPORTED 
ON GULF COAST. 


Mexieo City, May 3.—(®)—A hur- 
ricane swept the coast of the Gulf of 
Mexico last night, wrecking buildings 
and plantations and leaving ruin 
from Tampico south te Vera Cruz. 
One American, Victor Carlie, member 
of the crew of the American steamer 
San Jacinto at Tampico, was killed. 

The wind exceeded a velocity of 70 
miles an hour during most of the night 
at Vera Cruz. It was feared a num- 
ber of small craft in the harbor there 
had come to grief. 

At Tampico the steamer San Jacinto 
was torn from its mooring in the 
Panuco river and collided with an- 
other ship.

Fanatics Are Determined 

To “Defend” Selves to 
the Last—Six Killed 
During Friday.

Berlin, May 4.— (Saturday )— 
(United News.)—Communist rioters, 
barricaded in an area 600 yards square 
—two city blocks—were fighting a 
pitched battle with attacking police 
early today in the Neu Koelln sec- 
tion of Berlin. Airplanes were pressed 
into service by locate sni- 
pers. 

It was the last stage of tragic riots 
that bad cost 21 lives even before 
fighting was renewed a serious 
scale last night. 

Shortly after 1 a. m. the 
shooting began to die down, and po- 
lice said they had hope that the com- 
munists’ ammunition was almost ex- 
hausted. The United News correspond- 
ent who had arrived on the scene 
found sniping the principal activity of 
the rioters at this time. 

Police had been ordered to clear 
out the Neu Koelln area at any cost. 
Six persons had been killed there Fri- 
day. 

At nightfall, the fighting died down. 
Police believed the climax of the riots 


had been passed. They had cleared 
the streets, and had warned residents 
in the area that even a light seen in 
a witidow, or a face, would be a tar- 
get for their fire. 

The first fighting of the night came 
when police stormed a mile-long bar- 
ricade of big trees and building ma- 
terials which communists had erected 
on the Hermannstrasse. 

The street was spattered with blood. 
Communist “troops” looted shops in 
search of weapons or wealth. 

Concealed behind their barricades,

the police. The fire was returned with 
pistols, rifles, hand grenades and ma- 
chine guns—the latter mounted on 
armored cars. 

The resistence was well-organized, 
officers said. 

They said they believed the snipers 
were fanatics who intended to “de- 
fend themselves to tlre last.” 

The prohibition of traffie was for 
the purpose of keeping ammunition 
from rioters. Everyone trying to en- 
the district is searched by po- 


ice. 

The fighting, during this time, had 
waned, and the officer conducting the 
United News correspondent said he 
believed the blockade of the area had 
succeeded. He thought that the com- 
munist snipers had almost exhausted 
their ammuition.

lt was said in authoritative circles 
tonight that there was reason 
to suppose that the figures in ques- 
tion had found some favor in the 
eyes of the German delegation. What 
the figures actually were could only 
be guessed, since they were withheld 
until the cred.tor natious should have 
passed upon them. 

They were reported to be higher 
than the German offer, however, and 
were described to be not even half 
way between that offer and the allied 
demands, which would imply that the 
Germans must meet the allies more 
than half way if they accept any ar-

The scheme based on these is not 
yet in the form of a complete plan, 
it was explained tonight. It supposes 
the commercialization of about two 
and one-half billion Joilars of rep- 
arations in the form of negotiable 
bonds.

The mains 
will be completed by December 31. 

Supply of gas for this pipe line has 
been assured by a 25-year contract 
with a subsidiary of the Standard Oil 
(‘company of New Jersey operating in 
the Louisiana fields. Contracts aid- 
ing in the bringing of gas to 


with the Electric Bond 
and Share Company; the Southern 
Carbon Company, the United Carbon 
Company and the Moody-Seagraves 
interests and the Palmer Corporation 
of Louisiana, all of whom have hold- 
ings in the Monroe and Richland 
fields, 

With the letting of these contracts 
actual operations of one of the most 
extensive natural gas projects ever 
established in the United States gets 
under way. Work of laying the pipes 
is to begin as .soon as possible’ in 
order that Atlanta and the other 
cities to be served by the corporation 
will get the gas within a few months. 

Laying of the pipe line will in- 
volve an expenditure of something 
like $35,000,000 it was learned here. 
The line will be more than 1,400 
miles long, one of the longest in the 
world.

Washington, May 3.—Culminating 
the series of conversations engaged in 
here during the past four days, Presi- 
dent Hoover this afternoon spent some 
40 minutes in conference with the 
group of Mann leaders in Georgia who 
came to Washington to _ protest 
against the new republican patronage 
committee set up in the state by 
Postmaster-General Walter F. Brown. 

Whatever may have taken place in 
the extended White House conference 
remains a dark secret, so far as any 
official information is concerned, 
None of the Georgia g:oup would 
consent to make a statement, other 
than to say that a “very enjoyable” 
interview was held with the presi- 


dent. All appeared to labor under a 
strict injunction of silence. Yet it 
was not a sullen silence. There was 
a marked contrast in the attitude of 
the group over that of Thursday fol- 
lowing the unsatisfactory meeting with 
the postmaster-general, who informed 
them flatly that he had no intention 
of throwing down the special patron- 
age body which he set up in At- 
lanta this week. 


Callers on President. 


Those calling on the president to- 
day included H. G., 
Atlanta, manager of the regular re- 
qublican campaign in Georgia; Barry

Increase in the city’s revenue of

The convention pledged unqualified 
port to the government in every 

ort toward suppression of war as 
oem instrument of national policy. 

Urging that trade associations 
‘study state and local taxation, look 
ing toward “removal of excessive bur 
dens upon firms and individuals doing 
interstate business,” the convention 
recommended also that business men s 
organizations mquire into the meth- 
ods by which public funds are ex- 
pended in every state and locality. 

No Specific Change. 

The convention made no specific 
declaration on its desires with regard 
to tariff revision, but urged that the 
existing tariff commission be brodd- 
ened in its authority and be given 
full responsibility in wmaintainiog 
“fair aud just protection for Ameri- 
ca’s higher wage scales and living 
standards,” with an appreciation thai 
“there should be no unnecessary trade 
barriers.” ‘This resolution urged that 
the commission have full authority 
under the president, to meet changiag 
conditions.

basic industries, especially smaller 
units of manufacture, distribution and 
agriculture, sheuld not be burdene:l 
with “unusually high interest rates 
resulting from security excesses.”

FOR FRUIT FLY FUND 


Action Makes $4,250,000 
Available To Fight Pest 
| in Florida. 


Washington, May 3.—(#)—Presi- 
dent Hoover today signed the measure 
providing $4,250,000 to, finance the 
fight against the Mediterranean fruit 
fly, a fight which already is being 
vigorously waged in Florida where 
the pest was first discovered. 

The money made available was the 
remainder of a $6,000,000 emergency 
appropriation made last year for the 
eradication of the pink boll worm in 
Texas. 

Officials fronm Louisiana, headed 
by Commissioner Wilson of the state 
department of agriculture, were in 
Washington today to discuss with 
federal officials steps which Louisiana 
penis take in assisting in control of 


ae Pad Wilson reported Dr. C. L. Mar- 
latt, director of the quarantine and 
plant control administration, that a 
carload of Florida fruit, found te 
be a host to the fly, had been de- 
stroyed in New Orleans. The fruit, 
h:> said, evidently moved from the 
state before the Florida state quar- 
antine had forbidden movement of 
fruit in bulk from infested areas. 

All the states adjacent to Florida 
have joined with federal authorities 
to prevent the spread.of the fly, which 
Dr. Marlett declareg was the gravest 
menace to the fruit and vegetable in- 
dustry that the country has so far 
faced. Georgia is maintaining an in- 
spection along the borders and so are 
Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana, 
Texas authorities have announced that 
they also intend to restrict movement 
of fruit from Florida into Texas. 

While the first consideration of 
both the Florida and federal author- 
ities was to prevent the spread of 
the fly, both agencies have been ac-.

_ The strength of the Pact of Paris 
is to be found in that characteristic 
which cynics and _ legalists have 
pointed to as its weakness. It is no 
mere formal legal contract with pre- 
rigs sanctions and pains and pen- 
alties. 


It is something far higher and 
stronger than that. It is a declara- 
tion of public purpose made on 
moral grounds by those responsible 
and self-determining agents which 
have heretofore chosen otherwise than 
they now declare it their intention 
to do. Those who describe this 
moral act as merely a gesture must 
be ready to describe truth, honor, 
chastity, righteousness, in the same 
terms, 

American public opinion has a new 
and heavy responsibility to bear. It 
is itself responsible for the Pact of 
Paris, since without it that pact 
would not have attracted the favor- 
able opinion and support of the civil- 
ized world, nor could it have been 
ratified by the senate. With that 
pact before them, the American peo- 
ple must now, both in the sphere 


of liberty and in the sphere of goy- 


ernment, make those expressions and 
take those steps which will prove 
their sincerity and the firmness of 
their purpose. No _ pledge-breaker 
must be aided in the pledge-breaking, 
whether directly or indirectly, All 
possible instrumentalities for the 
peaceful settlement or solution of | all 
disputes or conflicts of whatever na- 
ture or of whatever origin, which 
arise among the signatories to that 
pact, must be upheld and _ strength- 
ened both in their prestige and in 
their practical operation. 

The sure way to invite destruction 
of the Pact of Paris is to suspect 
that some nation will violate it and 
to frame national’ policy under the 
influence of that suspicion. The sure 
way to uphold the Pact of Paris is 
to assume that every signatory. nation 
means to ahide by it and to frame

The 
practical consequences of such con- 
trol can be forecast from what we 
know of the undue extension of po- 
litical authority and favoritism in far 
less dangerous directions. For these 
reasons [ am opposed to your sug- 
gestion.

How do the British people feel 
about naval disarmament? If 
they are favorable to it as our 
people are, why not bring it about 
by mutual agreement? 

The gist of this debate was raised 
afresh by President Wilson in _ his 
famous 14 points, the second of 
which, “absolute freedom of naviga- 
tion upon the seas outside territorial 
waters,” was not aeceptable to the 
British government. 

Colonel House’s journals show that 
the difference thus arising between 
President Wilson and Premier Lloyd 
George almost. broke up the Paris 
peace conference. “I did not believe,” 
the colonel wrote in 1919, “that .the 
United States and other countries 
would willingly submit to Great Brit- 
ain’s complete domination of the seas 
any more than to Germany's domina- 
tion of the land.” 

For ten years this issue has been 
hanging in the balance. It explains 
in part the fiasco at the Geneva naval 
armament conference and the_ illi- 
conceived Franco-British naval agree- 
ment which Britons themselves com- 
pelled their administration to repu- 
diate. These unfortunate overtures, 
however, have made manifest the al- 
most universal desire of the peoples 
of the United States and Great Brit- 
ain for peace, and also-their willing- 
ness to support any racticable 
scheme for disarmament. They have 
lost faith in militarism; they clearly 
recognize that its day is on the de- 
cline and no legislation can arrest 
their convictions on the issue. 

There are “big navy” groups at 
Whitehall and at Washington. Though 
comparatively insignificant in number, 
these groups occupy positions of in-

What did Christ mean when 
he said to St. Peter, “Upon this 
rock I will build my church?” 

Various explanations have _ been 
suggested of this difficult passage, 
which occurs only in St. Matthew’s 
Gospel. In Aramaic this saying would 
contain a play on words: “Thou are 
‘Kepha’ and on this ‘Kepha’ I will 
build my Church.” The. reference 
may have been to the great confes- 
sion: “Thou art the Christ, the Son 
of the living God,” which the apostle 
had just made. The basic fact of 
the Lord’s Messiahship was to be 
the immovable bedrock on which His 
ecclesia would stand secure. 

Metaphorical expressions of a sim- 
liar characteft are found in the New 
Testament. St. Paul calls St. Peter. 
St. James and St. John “pillars.” In 
the letter to the Ephesians we read 
of the foundation of the apostles and 
prophets on which the Church is 
built; but the saying in St. Matthew 
confines the distinction to St. Peter 
alone. 

Many modern scholars think that 
it is unlikely that Jesus designated 
the group of disciples who followed 
Him a “Church,” since he preferred 
the expression “‘the- Kingdom of God,” 
a title which presupposed the king- 
dom’s separation from the ecclesia of 
Israel. The saying breathes the spirit 
of a later.time when the Church had 
become universal, but it gave St. 
Peter an acknowledged leadership in 


the apostolic college.

STORM DESTROYS 
COTTON CROPS. 

Statesboro, Ga., May 3.—‘4*—Bul- 
loch county awoke this morning 
to face the destruction left by a sec- 
ond storm within a week. By con- 
servative estimate, at least 35 per 
cent of the county’s cotton crop was 
destroyed by Thursday’s windstorm. 

One week ago today the story was 
unfolding of destruction by two tor- 
nadoes which passed through the coun- 
ty the night before, leaving 20)-odd 
dead, more than 60 injured and 70 
homes destroyed. ; 

From that moment till the present, 
every energy has been directed toward 
relief for those who suffered. Clothing 
and food have been distributed, fences 
have. been erected and crops have been 
replanted. Today some of those who 
gave assistance are themselves in need 
of help. 

County Agent Josey, who is also 

president of the local Red Cross chap- 
ter, estimates that it will require 190 
tons of seed to replant the cotton 
fields, at least 25,000 acres of which 
have been destroyed. This is estimated 
to be one-third of Bulloch’s total acre- 
age. 
Farmers from every section of the 
county brought in reports of the dam- 
age done. Many of them placed higher 
estimates on the damage. 

All young cotton was destroyed but 
much of the older cotton will survive. 
The @amage was done by the. sand- 
storm which scorched the cotton as if 
it had gone through a fire. 

Other growing crops, tobacco and 
corn were affected, but will recover 
without great injury. No houses were 
blown down in yesterday’s storm and 
no one was injured although trees 
were uprooted and fences blown away. 


WRENS CROPS

' £2 Chron. 34: 14-16, 29-33.) 
“Faith,” says one, “is light from 
Heaven falling upona bankrupt spirit: 
the still, small voice after the earth- 
Quake and the fire and the mighty 
wind.”

He will find ‘that the Bible remains 
the word of God to man-—the most 
recious heritage of truth and wisdom 
in all the world. 

The sacred scriptures may effectual. 
ly be lost to us just by reason of our 
neglect of them. Life is so crowded 
full these days that, unless we are 
on our guard. we may allow our- 
selves to overlook the more important 
voncerns—the things that have to do 
with the growth of our souls and the 
finest inspirations of our lives.

Surely we must all agree that, if

proposed by Senator Duncan U. 
Fletcher, of Florida, was incorporated 
to make clear the state of Florida’s 
original interest in the funds. He 
wanted it understood that citrus 
growers and farmers of his state were 
not to lose the privilege of obtaining 
further loans. 

Following passage of the measure, 
Senator George expressed gratifica- 
tion for the action of the chamber 
but emphasized the restrictions placed 
on use of the funds. He pointed out 
that the fund is not intended as a 
gift to victims of the tornado, but as 
loans to farmers of the states for 
purchase of seed, stock, feed and fer- 
tilizers. Such loans will be made by 
the department of agriculture at 5 
per cent interest, subject to crop 
liens maturing in December.

Senator Norris, however, counters 
this argument with a recital of the 
action of President Grant in withdraw- 
ing the nomination of James A. Stew- 
art as secretary of the treasury after 
congress had refused to modify the 
Statute regarding that office. 

Senator Steiwer, republican, Oregon, 
who obtained the communications from 
the other secretaries of the treasury, 
is preparing a report which is under- 
stood to ‘ask for a dismissal of the 
entire question raised against Mr. Mél- 
lon’s qualification for office. 


NEGROES IN SAFE 
KEEPING AFTER 
PEONAGE CHARGES 


_Montgomery, Ala., May 3.—(P)-— 
Nine negroes were in the Montgom- 
ery county jail here today for “pro- 
tection” following an investigation by 
federal authorities into reports of 
peonage in Barbour eounty, Ala. 

The negroes, comprising a family 
of nine, were brought here at the re- 
quest of Federal Jndge Henry D. 
sey ts of the middle Alabama dis- 
ric 

Federal officers stated that their in- 
vestigation indicated that a_ well- 
known landlord in Barbour county 
had been holding the negroes ‘in peon- 
age for several years, gaining posses- 
sion of them by paying off obligations 
they had incurred. The officers re- 
fused to reveal the name of the land- 
lord. 

The case is expected to be consid- 
ered by the federal grand jury, which 
convenes here next Tuesday. More 
than a dozen negroes are understood 
to have been summoned to testify at 
the grand jury hearing.

In Grand Jury’s Report 


_ Salaries in Municipal 
Court Declared Too 
_High—Increase in City 
Police Force Asked. , 


Recommendations for revision of 
the Georgia criminal code, for en- 
largement of Fulton tower and erec- 
tion of a new juvenile detention home, 
and for reduction of the county's ex- 
penses, were contained in presentments 
of the March term grand jury, re- 
turned Friday. The grand jury was 
discharged by Judge John ID. Hum- 
phries, and the May term grand jury 
will be sworn in-Mondays 

The grand jury urged that officials 
carefully consider the financial con- 
dition of this section and that instead 
of increasing, that they do all they 
can to decrease the burden of taxa- 
tion. 

The presentments recommend an in- 
in the municipal court are too high, 
and that the grand jury believes that 
the courts can be operated with much 
greater efficiency. The municipal 
court system was established with the 
idea in view that it would be a con- 
venience to the public and practically 
abolish the justice of the peace court. 
yet the grand jury regrets to find 
that there was a loss in the opera- 
tion of these courts of more than 
$50,000 last year, whereas in the 
past the justice of the peace court was 


without cost to the county, the pre- 
sentments stated. 
Salaries Declared Too High. 

Suggestions of the anditors that the 
county can save from $609,000 to 
$700,000 annually by establishing a 
proper salary basis and organizing for 
efficient service, are very near right, 
the presentments declared. 

The presenments recommend an in- 


crease in the city police force, and said 
that it could find no evidence of 
organized crime existing here, but, 
that “it is possible that there | 
does exist commercialized crime as 
is being developed in the boot-! 
legging industry.” The grand jury! 
found that during 1928 there were} 
115 murders in Atlanta, or a ratio 
of 45.1 per 100.000. of  popula- 
tion, making this the fourth highest 
city in the United States. The grand 
jury said it would like to see some 
law promulgated that would do away 
with promiscuous handling of fire- 
arms, particularly in the hands of in- 
competent and ignorant persons. 

The grand jury found that “disre- 
gard for law is the most serious 
problem in America today, and it is 
with sorrow that we note that a gool 
portion of our law-breakers are young, 
between the years of 18 and 25, and 
would urge upon parents of the day 
their serious responsibility.” 

Erection of wide concrete bridges in
